For the Profits of the Donor's Eſtate hath amounted but to 4007. in 
Eighteen Years; And proportionable (as the Eſtate now ſtands) 1700 7. 
will be Forty Years a Raiſing, But conſidering the (aid Eſtate conſiſts of 
ſmall and old Tenements, they will Thirty or Forty Years hence be worth 

. little or nothing; So. that neither the Purchaſe, nor the Charities in Re- 
deeming Priſoners, &c. will ever be execured.
